All  securities  owned  by  the  hospital  at  December  31,  1961  were  held 
by  the  Manufacturers  Hanover  Trust  Company  as  custodian.  We  re- 
ceived a certified  schedule  of  the  investments  so  held  from  this  trust 
company,  and  verified  that  the  securities  listed  were  in  agreement  with 
the  details  of  investments  shown  by  the  records  of  the  hospital  as  of  that 
date.  Income  from  interest,  dividends  and  rents  for  the  year  under  review 
are  stated  as  shown  in  the  records  of  the  custodian. 

No  determination  has  been  made  with  respect  to  the  amount  of  any 
retroactive  adjustment  which  may  be  due  the  hospital  from  the  Associated 
Hospital  Service  of  New  York  for  services  to  Blue  Cross  Plan  subscribers 
admitted  to  the  hospital  during  1961.  The  balance  sheet  and  statement 
of  income  and  expense  therefore  do  not  reflect  such  additional  income 
applicable  to  1961  as  may  be  received  in  1962. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  accompanying  balance 
sheet  and  statement  of  income  and  expense  fairly  present  the  financial 
condition  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  at  December  31,  1961  and  the  results  of 
its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  accordance  with  generally  ac- 
cepted accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of 
the  preceding  year.

We 
received  a certified  schedule  of  the  investments  so  held  from  this  trust 
company,  and  verified  that  the  securities  listed  were  in  agreement  with 
the  details  of  investments  shown  by  the  records  of  the  hospital  as  of  that 
date.  Income  from  interest,  dividends  and  rents  for  the  year  under  review 
are  stated  as  shown  in  the  records  of  the  custodian. 

No  determination  has  been  made  with  respect  to  the  amount  of  any 
retroactive  adjustment  which  may  be  due  the  hospital  from  the  Associated 
Hospital  Service  of  New  York  for  services  to  Blue  Cross  Plan  subscribers 
admitted  to  the  hospital  during  1961.  The  balance  sheet  and  statement 
of  income  and  expense  therefore  do  not  reflect  such  additional  income 
applicable  to  1961  as  may  be  received  in  1962. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  accompanying  balance 
sheet  and  statement  of  income  and  expense  fairly  present  the  financial 
condition  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  at  December  31,  1961  and  the  results  of 
its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of 
the  preceding  year.
